Imptans or Amenica.—The semi-annual te- 
port of the American Jndian Mission Associa- 
tion, held at Forsyth, Ga., on May 17, 18, and 
19th ult. in its survey of ‘the field which is 
opened for their labom, and after remarking 
upon the claims of the aboriginal race of this 
continent as being as fully entitled to the phi- 
lanthropic and benevolent efforts of American 
Christendom, es the inhabiterte of the eastern 
continents of Asia and Africa, proceeds to give 
an estimate of the numbers of American In- 
dians, We extract from this, the concluding 
portion of their report:— 

“The field we heave entered bb extensive, 
comprising a full quarter of the Globe. The 
population, it is true, is not eo dense as in 
many other countries, but it ie sapposed to em- 
brece ten or eleven millions of the original in- 
habitants end ebdut the same number of ethers, 
whose condition morally is es deplotable as 


“that of the natives, or of any hesthen aation in 


the world; aad with these races of men there 
4% seach a commingling that in approaching the 
one, we necesasrily come in contact with th 
other. The portion covered by the population 
of the United States, and the civilized parte 
Camada, ie an exception of but a speck com- 
pared with the whole. We have, therefore, 
before usa fourth part of the world to work up- 4 
on: and material consisting of about twenty. 
two millions, er upwarda; and with very par- 
ual exceptions among the Indians on our bor- 
ders, this fieldie unoccupied by,athers.
